In a previooB article we poiuted out, 
tbatdoring tbe year 1868 there were 
imported into this Colony fifty-five tons 
of batter, two thoasand tone of cereals, 
three thoBBand fife handred bead of cat- 
tle, the cost of which amounted to three 
hundred and fifty tbonaand dollars ! We 
likewise asserted that it would require 
about fire square miles of oultlrated land 
to produce the grain ; ooe thousand more 
cows to yield ihe butter, and a couple of 
miles more land cultivated to feed them, 
thus showiug how good an opening tbcro 
is for agricultural settlors in Vancou- 
ver Island and upon the banks of the 
Lower Fraser. The same Custom House 
retnmsj of 1868 make us acquainted 
with the fact that in addition to the 
above Iwenty-Qvo tons of cheese wore 
supplied at a cost of eight thousand dol- 
lars, and that we bought forly-Gve tons of 
lard for nine thousand dollars I ^ol 
satisfied with this, sevenly-cight tons ol 
.bacon and hams were sent in, tlie yield of 
bIx hundred bogs, for which twcnly ono 
thousand dollara were charged, and in. 
addition three ibundred and fifty liviug 
pigs were' landed, adding four thousand 
fire hundred dollars to the sum. Vor 
two hundred and fifty tons of hay, wbicb 
one hundred and fifty acres of land would 
have yielded, wo gave to some foreign- 
er four tbooiand five hundred dollars, 
and to a Bicailar source we preBentod 
nearly five thousand dollars for four 
tons of hops, which ten acres of our 
own soil would have yielded had it 
been cultivated. As we did not sup- 
ply the brewers with all tha hops, so 
likewise they imported siztyofive tons 
of malt; tbe only consolation to the 
Colony being that it loAda to the belief 
that iho boor conBamed is made with 
hops and malt, and not with strych- 
nine, broom or gentian, Somebody 
eats oatmoal, as thirty tons wore im- 
ported, the charge therefor bning 
more than three thousand dollarH. 
Not satisfied with getting our beol 
from abroad, we choso additionally to 
import from thence thirteen thousand 
Bheep and give for them fifty-seven 
thouBand dollars 1 What a liberal, 
good natured people we are — to others! 
We sent abroad, then, daring the year 
1868 no less a sum than four hundred 
and sixty tbouiand dollars for artiolos 
oi iood, every one of whioh can and 
ought to be produced in our own country ! 
and for this privilege we paid in addi- 
tion $76,000, that being the amount of 
Customs' duties received upon those 
articles comprised in the above $466,- 
OUO— altogether more than half a mil- 
lion ot dollars I Suppose the consam- 
era to number two thousand, it is equal 
to $25 per head per annum for almost 
the actual necessaries of life only- 
Can we give any better proof of the 
advantages this Colony holds cat to 
agricultural settlers ? Agriculture is 
the one business whioh anyone may 
persuade an expert fiiend to enter upon 
without having any fear that he 
will subsequently be abused for so 
doing. The farmers are prosperous — 
there is plenty of room for more who, 
with ordinary knowledge of tho busi- 
noBS and industry, must bocomo so 
likewise. Suppose a farmer to pro- 
duce by his own labor $1000 worth 
per annum; it follows that were four 
hundred men to cultivate tbe land and 
stock it, they would have a remunera- 
tive home market for everything they 
raised, if of good quality. If even tbe 
cattle and Bheep bo left out, it would 
require two hundred men to raise the 
cereals, etc., necessary to supply our 
absolute wants at home at tho prosonl 
moment! Surely, thon, there oughi 
to bo no hositation iu inviting a fanning 
people to our shores — it is to tho ad- 
vantage of all to do so. Wo have cons 
fined oursolf to our actual require- 
ments at home at the present morncnt ; 
buk '.heio ib really no reason why this 
Colon/ should not raise articles tor 
ezportavion likewise ; and having this 
in view, oxjl^ millions oi aores will bear 
millions uf pec'Ple — and the sooner we 
say BO, get then^^ and keep them, tho 
better for all.
